Share Prices Drop Rapidly in Dull 
but Unsupported Stock 
Market.

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—Share 
prices sank rapidly in a dull but 
unsupported stock market today, 
such leading issues as U. 8. Steel 
and American Telephone breaking 
to the lowest levels since 1928, as 
Wall street gained no encourage- 
ment from the election results. 

Steel closed at $142.25, down 
$3.50. 

Weakness was most pronounced 
in the public utility shares, where 
most of the more active issues 
broke through their recent low lev- 
els. There was a tendency in brok- 
erage circles to attribute declines 
in this group to the victory of can- 
didates favoring strict governmen- 
tal control of the utilities. 

The importance of the election 
results as a market factor were 
difficult to estimate in view of the 
shaky character of the market 
during the past week. The even 
balance of power indicated in the 
new Congress, however, was re- 
garded as adding another element 
of uncertainty to Wall street's 
troubles. 

If short selling was particularly 
heavy, bears were in no hurry to 
cover, for the usual upturn induced 
by short covering in the final few 
minutes was negligible. The mar-

“The only sitting Democrat who 
has been defeated is Senator Steck 
in Iowa. On the assumption that 
we have carried the three possibly 
doubtful states above fentioned, 
the vote in the next Senate will be 
48 Democrats, 47 Republicans and 
one Senator affiliated with the 
Farmer-Labor party. Thus it 
would appear that the Democrats 
will probably organize the next 
Senate.

The Republican city machine 
swept St. Louis in yesterday's elec- 
tion, and elected its entire city 
ticket, including three candidates 
who lacked the indorsement of the 
St. Louis Bar Association. These 
were Police Judge Harry P. Rose- 
can, elected Prosecuting Attorney 
by a plurality of 16,776 over Eu- 
gene Sartorius, Democrat indorsed 
by the Bar Association; Circuit 
Judge Moses Hartmann, re-elected 
with a plurality of 23,052 over the 
highest indorsed Democratic can- 
didate; and Police Judge Clyde C. 
Beck, chosen Circuit Judge by 15,- 
759 plurality. 

Republican candidates for of- 
fices not on the Bar Association’s 
Slate were elected by pluralities of 
34,000 to 37,000. Republicans who 
had the Bar Association's indorse- 
ment for judicial posts won by 
pluralities as high as 43,000. 

52 Pct. of Voters Went to Polls. 


An exceptionally light vote was 
cast—little more than 52 per cent 
of the registration. The total city 
vote of the two candidates for 
Judge of the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals was 156,837, this figure be- 
ing higher than that shown on oth- 
er local and State offices. The reg- 
istration is 300,635. 

Circuit Judge John T. Fitzsim- 
mons, indorsed by the Bar Asso- 
ciation, was the high man on the 
losing Democratic ticket, with 70,- 
916 votes. Judge Arthur Bader, 
with 103,592, led the winning 
group of Republicans. He had the 
advantage of running opposite a 
blank space on the Democratic 
ticket, left by the withdrawal of 
Samuel Ross Enfield, formerly Ros- 
enfeld. 

Judge Robert W. Hall polled 
100,008, and Judge Beck was the 
low man in the winning group 
with 86,675. -James E. King, Dem- 
ocrat, indorsed by the Bar Associa- 
tion, got 63,576 votes and the rest 
of the Democrats from 55,300 to 


56,800. 
Hartmann Polls Heavily. 
Judge Moses Hartmann, the 


stronger of the unindorsed Repub- 
lican candidates for the circuit 
bench, came within 4942 votes of 
Judge Granville Hogan, who was 
indorsed, and within 6014 votes of 
Judge Frank Landwehr, who was 
indorsed. 

The sweeping Republican vic- 
tory, in which the nearly 7000 city 
employes and their families were 
a strong factor, included both 
branches of the Legislature. The 
three Republican candidates | for 
the State Senate, Depelheuer, 
Bates and Nolte, and the 19 Re- 
publican nominees for the lower 
House, were elected. 

For St. Louis, this election had 
no national phase, as there was no 
senatorial contest this year, and the 
three local Congerssmen, Niedring- 
haus aud Dyer, Republicans, and 
Cochran, Democrat, were all unop- 
posed for re-election. No one de- 
sired to run against any of them, 
and the party committees did not 
draft anyone. 

Charter Amendments Beaten. 


All the nine city charter amend- 
ments, intended to expedite con- 
demnation procedure for public 
improvement, were defeated 
though no organized opposition to 
them had appeared. 

Of the State amendment propo- 
sitions, the only one which carried 
in the city vote was No, 56, for the 
Greater St. Louis charter proposal.

James Hamilton Lewis, Demo- 
cratic nominee for the United States 
Senate, has carried the heretofore 
intrenched Republican strongholds 
and defeated Congresswoman Ruth 
anne McCormick in the territory 


in which she hoped to gather a plu- 
rality sufficient to overcome the 
wet Chicago vote. 

It was a terrific upset, a Water- 
loo for the G. O. P. In Cook County 
the whole Democratic county 
ticket, with its offices of vast pat- 
ronage, are in the hands of the vic- 
tors. These include Sheriff, Coun- 
ty Clerk, County Cemmissioners 
and all the Judges of the Munici- 
pal, Superior and Circuit Courts. 

Republicans who have held office 
for decades are out, among them 
Harry Olsen, Chief Justice of the 
Munncipal Court; Judge John H. 
Lyle, who has made a feature of 
pestering racketeers with heavy 
bonds for vagrancy, and a number 
of other leading officials. 

Factors in Lewis’ Victory. 

The economic situation, the fac- 
tional] war among the Republicans, 
who seemed to have concentrated 
their weapons on Mrs. McCormick; 
the bolt of Mayor Thompson, the 
bolt of the Anti-Saloon League and 
the setting up of its candidate, Mrs. 
Lottie Holman O'Neill, are some 
of the factors that swelled the huge 
figures in the ‘Democratic column. 

Two wet Democratic Congress- 
men-at-large, W. H. Dietrich and 
Walter Nesbit of Belleville ap- 
parently have been elected in the 
place of Richard Yates and Frank 
L. Smith, who was running for 
the Mrs. McCormick vacancy. It 
is estimated that four or five oth- 
er wet Democrats have won seats 
in Congress, increasing the dele- 
gation from six to 13. 

The Democratic leaders were 
amazed. The Republicans. were so 
astonished they are speechless. One 
or two in husky tones ascribed the 
dreadful defeat to prohibition and 
the Hoover administration.

Apparently one of the worst de- 
feated men is Frank L. Smith, once 
a power in the State Republican 
machine, who was refused a seat in 
the United States Senate because of 
contributions to his campaign fund 
by utilities interests. 

Returns indicated Lewis would 
receive the largest plurality ever 
given a senatorial candidate in 
Illinois. Thus he became the first 
Democrat ever elected to the Sen- 
ate from Illinois by popular vote. 
He will join Otis F. Glenn, Repub- 
lican, from Illinois in the Senate 
and serve a six-year term, taking 
office in December, 1931.

E campaign of 1930 has closed. Results of most elec- 
oes are known. Some people will be disappointed 

and some will be elated. But there will be enough 
representatives of different parties holding office during the 
next two years so that no very violent changes in policy 
will be made. 

We have a tendency to be too indifferent before pri- 
maries:and elections and too critical after. Public officers 
can and do exercise large influence over our daily life, but 
the main course of events is in our hands. We can be 
helped or harmed very materially by the Government, but 
we can yet take care of ourselves, if we will, under any 
government we are likely to have. 

The main duty of the citizens is to accept cheerfully 
the result of an election, support the laws and constitution 
as they stand at the time, and loyally co-operate with the 
Government. We make our own government. If we fail 
it is our own fault. Under our system a nation of good 
citizens cannot have a bad government. If we give the best 
that is in us to our private affairs we shall have little need 


of governmental aid.

nesota. Should Shipstead vote with 
the Republicans under this calcu- 
lation, organization of the Senate 
would be held up by a 48 to 48 
deadiock. If he refrained from vot- 
ing, the Democrats would have a 
majority ef one. Michelson said 
that the ice President had no 
vote in reorganization. The calcu- 
lation included the election of Gov. 
Bulow (Dem.), over Senator Mc- 
Master (Rep.), in South Dakota, 
where the result is still in doubt, 
and conceded the election of Sen- 
ators Hastings in Delaware and 
Metcalf in Rhode Island, both Re- 
publicans, 
The Democratic organization ad- 
mitted that control of the House 
had not been settled. Twenty seats, 
according to the calculation, were 
still in doubt, and while the Demo- 
erats might have a majority of 
three, there was a possibility that 
the Republicans might retain their 
control by a two or three vote mar- 
gin. 
Democratic campaign managers, 
naturally, have worked for the 
largest possible margin of victory, 
but there are canny ones among 
them. who believe that the party 
will be in a much better position 
strategically if the nominal control 
of the House continues to rest with 
the Republicans, 
Advantage in Coalition. 
Control by the Democrats would 
give them a degree of responsibility 
for legislation, whereas coalition 
control, while permitting the Demo- 
crats to dominate legislation, would 
leave the whole burden of responsi- 
bility on the other party.

Gains in Senate and House 


Democrats in the next Congress, 
which, failing a special session, 
will not begin work until a year 
from next month, will be able to 
dominate the course of the legis- 
lation in both branches.

In the Senate, the real control 
will rest even more firmly than 
at present in the hands of a coali- 
tion of Democrats and Norris-La 
Follette Republicans. 

The result represented not only 
an uprising against the adminis- 
tration, but a tremendous advance 
of wet sentiment throughout the 
country. Prohibition was the dom- 
inant issue in a number of im- 
portant contests, as in Ohio and 
Massachusetts, and in others it had 
@ large influence on the result. 

Progressives Victorious. 

Generally speaking, the progres- 
sives of both parties came out with 
handsome victories, and it is nota- 
ble that they were in serious trou- 
ble only where they ran as drys. 
The progressive Walsh won on the 
Democratic side, but the returns 
show he was hurt by his dryness. 
The dry progressive Norris won on 
the Republican side, but by a ma- 
jority much less than he had six 
years ago. 

But there is evidence far more 
positive than this to show that the 
dry cause suffered its most crush- 
ing defeat since prohibition became 
an issue. Roosevelt for Governor 
of New York, running as a wet 
committed to the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment, was swept 
into a second term by the greatest 
majority in the history of the State. 
Tuttle, his opponent, also ran as 
a wet, but it was Roosevelt who 
stood out conspicuously as the ex- 
ponent of prohibition repeal. 

Even more indicative of the wet 
trend were the victories of the 
Democrat, Bulkley, in Ohio, and 
the Democrat, Marcus Coolidge, in 
Massachusetts. Bulkley,; in the 
State where the Anti-Saloon 
League wags born, and where it 
had long been supreme in politics, 
not Only rolled up a huge vote in 
the cities but made amazing in- 
roads on the normal Republican 
strength in the country districts. 
Bulkley ran ahead of his ticket. 

His success brings him at once 
into the limelight as possibly a 
formidable contender for the Dem- 
a presidential nomination in 

The victory of Marcus Coolidge 
in Massachusetts was a body blow 
to the dry cause. In this State 
there was a fairly clean cut wet 
and dry fight between Coolidge 
and William M. Butler, friend of 
former President Coolidge and 
former chairman of the Republic- 
an National Committee. 

Prohibition figured heavily in the 
Illinois contest, which resulted in 
a landslide victory for the wet 
James Hamilton Lewis (Dem.), 
over Mrs. Ruth Hanna McCormick.

Drys Win One Contest, 

On the trace of the returns already 
in the only senatorial contest won 
by the drys in the states where 
prohibition figured as a determin- 
ing issue was the Delaware con- 
test, where the dry Republican in- 
cumbent, Hastings, apparently has 
staved off the challenge of former 
Senator Bayard, wet Democrat. 
The wet and dry issue was raised 
in Montana, where Walsh, the dry, 
came out ahead, but it did not 
figure greatly in the campaign. The 
issue was kept from being clean cut 
in that State by Walsh’s promise to 
vote for submitting a repealer of 
the eighteenth amendment if his 
people in a referendum should so 
instruct. Walsh’s campaign was 
aided by the wet Democrat, Sena- 
tor David I. Walsh of Massachu- 
setts, and by a monetary contribu- 
tion from John J. Raskob, who, 
besides being Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, is 
the leading “Angel of the anti-pro- 
hibition movement. 

Bingham Machine Beaten. 
One of the most amazing and 
heartening results of the whole 
election was the victory of Dr. 
Wilbur L. Cross, dean emeritus of 
the Yale graduate school for the 
governorship of Connecticut. Dean 
Cross ran as a wet Democrat on 
a platform of opposition to the 
Bingham-Roraback machine. Cross 
declared in his campaign that the 
State had suffered too long from 
domination by this machine and 
its allies, the public utilities and 
the State Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. He attacked the Smoot-Haw- 
ley tariff, using the scholarly line 
of argument advanced by the 1000 
economists who protested against 
the bill to President Hoover, and 
called for the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment and the 
Volstead act, 

In addition to Norris and Walsh, 
the voters returned the progressive 
Borah of Idaho and Couzens of 
Michigan, both by large majorities. 
To the able and aggressive bloc of 
which they are members, will be 
added the brilliant Edward P. 
Costigan, Colorado Democrat, who 
resigned from the Federal Tariff 
Commission during the Coolidge 
administration, charging that the 
commission’s work had been frus- 
trated by favored interests. 

The defeat of Senator Heflin in 
Alabama virtually completes the 
“punishment” of those Southern 
Democratic leaders who bolted Al 
Smith in 1928, ostensibly on the 
prohibition issue, but really, in 
most casesy.on the religious qucs- 
tion. Senator Simmons of North 
Carolina, and Representative Box 
of Texas, who were prominent 
““Hoovercrats” in 1928, already had

primaries. 
Heflin’s defeat had been expect- 
ed in Washington, but not by such 
an overwhelming majority. The 
event aroused mixed feelings. De- 
spite the general revulsion caused 
by Heflin’s attacks on the Catholic 
Church, his legislative record on 
the whole was decidedly progres- 
sive, and Big “Tom-Tom” himself 
never was unpopular among his 
colleagues. John H. Bankhead, 
who succeeds him, is counsel for 
the Alabama Power Co., which for 
10 years had waged an incessant 
battle to obtain possession of the 
$160,000,000 Government property 
at Muscle Shoals. Bankhead’s 
election is expected to give the so- 
called “power trust” a new and in- 
fluential spokesman in Congress. 
Pinchot Wins Notable Fight. 
Gifford Pinchot appeared ,.this 
morning to have won his spectac- 
ular fight for the governorship of 
Pennsylvania over the combined 
forces of the Philadelphia Public 
Utilities, the Pennsylvania Railroad 
and the bolting Vare machine of 
Philadelphia. Pinchot ran as an 
ardent dry, while his opponent, 
Hemphill, Democrat, was dripping 
wet, but the wet and dry issue was 
completely overshadowed by the 
fight between the former Governor 
and the Republicans who bolted 
him on the utilities issue. 
Pinchot emerges as a possible 
national leader of drys in the effort 
to check the growing anti-prohibi- 
tion movement. He won his vic- 
tory without aid from the Hoover 
administration.

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140 MEN TRAPPE 
IN BURNING MINE 
AT MILLFIELD, 0. 


Owner and Two Superin- 
tendents Inside When 
Gas Explosion Occurs — 
Many Escape. | 


MILLFIELD, 0. Nov. 5.—One 
miner was known to have been 
kille@ and between 140 and 150 
others, including a party of offi- 
cials of the mine, were entombed 


in the No. 6 mine of the Sunday 
Creek Coal Co. here this afternoon 


followed by fire. Among. those 
trapped was W. E. Tytus, presi- 
dent of the Sunday Creek Coal Co. 
About half of 300 in the mine 
when the blast occurred escaped 
and many were injured. 

Others who were entombed are 
Howard Upson, Columbus, mine 
superintendent; Hubert Lancaster, 
engineer, Nelsonville; a Mr. Cohen 
of Columbus, an officer of the com- 
pany, and John Dean ,a mine boss. 
An employe in the company offices 
at the mine who was receiving re- 
ports from rescuers said they had 
little hope for the trapped men. 
The rescuers, however, think that, 
if the entombed escaped the ex- 
plosion and fire, they may have 
made their way into the East en- 
tries opposite the scene of the 
blast and there bratticed them- 
selves in against the deadly gas. 

About 200 men were at work on 
the level which is 185 feet down 
in the ground. The explosion, at- 
tributed to gas, occurred back in 
the mine and the shaft was not 
damaged. The miners who escaped 
the blast leaped to the cage and 
reached the surface in safety. Some 
were gassed and otherwise injured. 

Smoke poured from the cage and 
air shafts and those familiar with 
mine disasters feared the death 
list would be large. 

Some of the trapped men were 
said to be sealed behind the bar, a 
mile inside the mine. 

When the explosion shook the 

surrounding region, many women 
and children flocked to the mine 
mouth. Calls went out immediate- 
ly for mine rescue cars throughout 
the Eastern Ohio coal field and 
doctors, nurses and ambulances 
were summoned. 
Among those trapped in the 
mine are W. E. Tytus, president of 
the Sunday Creek Coal Co.; Peter 
McKinley, former Sheriff of Ath- 
ens County, and Howard Upson 
both mine superintendents, and 
Hubert Lancaster, a civil and min- 
ing engineer of Nelsonville. 

Tytus is the chief executive of 
Ohio’s biggest coal concern—the 
Sunday Creek Coal Co. Tytus was 
entombed in the mine while on an 
inspection tour with other mine 
officials. During the war he 
served with the American forces, 
being attached to the air service. 
He is a graduate of Yale in the 
class of 1914. 

The shaft is 250 feet deep and 
there is one level in the mine. It 
was not known if the shaft had 
been damaged by the explosion 
and volunteer rescue workers were 
making efforts to get into the fiery 
tunnel. The mine formerly was 
owned by the Poston interests of 
Athens but was acquired by the 
Sunday Creek Co. when the Hock- 
ing Field was re-organized.

ANHEUSER-BUSCH 
WAREHOUSE FIRE 


Crowds Watch the Burning 
of One-Story Building at 
Second and Dorcas 
‘Streets. 


A one-story frame warehouse of 
Anheuser-Busch, Inc., at Second 
and Dorcas streets, was destroyed 
by fire today with its contents— 
500,000 beer cases containing emp- 
ty bottles, 10 carloads of malt 
sprouts and 10 carloads of gluten 
used in manufacture of cattle feed. 

Ten empty freight cars on the 
tracks of the Manufacturers’ Rail- 
road to the south, and a wooden 
shelter containing 1,440,000 old 
bottles, also were destroyed. 

The loss, covered by insurance, 
was estimated at $300,000 by Au- 
gust A. Busch Jr., vice president. 

Flames were discovered shortly 
before noon by Albert Ruth, pro- 
duction manager of Elctrol, Inc., 
which rents a small portion of the 
warehouse as a garage. The origin 
was not determined. 

Apparently starting in the east 
end of the warehouse, the flames 
spread rapidly through the stacked 
up wooden cases, leaping across 
about 50 feet of open space occu- 
pied by the railroad tracks, and 
igniting the freight cars and the 
frame shelter. 

A quantity. of oil and a number 
of trucks owned by the Electrol 
company were removed from the 
garage before being reached by the 
flames, } 

The warehouse extended west on 
Dorcas street nearly to De Kalb 
street, the garage being at its west- 
ern extermity. The railroad tracks 
and bottle shed are to the south. 

Firemen arriving on the scene 
turned in second and third alarms 
to call out enough equipment to 
prevent the blaze from spreading. 
Twelve engine companies and four 
truck companies responded. 

Dense billows of black smoke 
from the warehouse attracted sev- 
eral hundred spectators.

Only $5,000,000 in Specific 
Bequests of His Estimated 
$100,000,000 Property.

"NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—Bequests 


of about $5,000,000 were left to his 
children and a few employes by 
Harry Payne Whitney, millionaire 
sportsman, filed in Surrogate 
Court today. 

The rest of an estate which has 
been estimated unofficially at 
$100,000,000 is left to the son and 
two daughters of Mr Whitney. 

The residuary estate is divided 
into four parts. One-fourth will be 
held in trust for Cornelius Vander- 
bilt Whitney, the sportsman’s son, 
until the latter is 35 years old. 
Young Whitney is now about 30. 
The other three-quarters are to be 
held in trust during their lifetime 
for Cornelius and for Mr. Whit- 
ney’s two daughters, Mrs. G. McCul- 
loch Miller and Mrs. Barklie Henry, 
and the principal will eventually 
go to the grandchildren. 

The will sets no value on the 
estate, fixing it merely at “upwards 
of $20,000.” 

No charitable bequests are stipu- 
lated but Mr. Whitney’s widow is 
asked to continue her husband's 
charitable work. The will was made 
July 31, 1929. 

The widow, who was named ex- 
ecutrix and trustee, will receive 
outright all of her husband’s real 
estate on Long Island and a life 
interest in the Whitney town 
house, beside all his personal prop- 
erty. 

The son, Cornelius, receives a 
cash bequest of $2,000,000 as well 
as his ultimate half of the resi- 
duary estate. 

The two daughters receive cash 
bequests of $1,000,000 each and 
their husbands get $500,000 each. 
The largest bequest outside the 
family goes to Mr. Whitney’s sec- 
retary, Thomas J. Regan, who will 
receive $200,000. William Stewart

ford Pinchot, Republican candi- 
date for Governor of Pennsylvania, 
today was conceded the election by 


John M. Hemphill, his Democratic 
and Libera] party opponent, as fur- 
ther réturns from Upstate Pennsy!l- 
vania increased the Pinchot lead. 

With all but 885 districts tabu- 
lated, Pinchot's piurality was 49,- 
484. All but 16 of these missing 
Gistricts were upstate, where the 
Republican candidate had rolled up 
a vote which overcame the 224,000 
plurality accorded Hemphill in 
Philadelphia. 

Additional tabulations of the vote 
for United States Senator served 
only to make more crushing the de- 
feat of Sedgwick Kistler of Lock 
Haven, Democrat, by James J. Da- 
vis, Secretary of Labor and Repub- 
lican nominee. The vote from 6089 
out of 8321 districts in the State 
gave Davis a lead of 675.700.

NEWARK, N. J. Nov. 5.— 
Dwight W. Morrow, Republican, 
has been elected United States Sen- 
ator from New Jersey for both the 
short and long terms, although by 
@ much smaller plurality than was 
predicted. 

Returns from 2052 of the 3321 
voting districts in the State, count- 
ed early today, give Morrow 33?2,- 
014 votes to 227,837 for his Demo- 


cratic opponent for the full term, 
Alexander Simpson. For the short 
term, Morrow polled 270,768 votes 
to 143,969 for Miss Thelma Parkip- 
son, Democratic candidate. 

The vote indicated Morrow's 
margin would fall below the 250,- 
000 to 300,000 predicted for him by 
his supporters prior to election. 

Stormy weather and the as- 
sumption by many Republican vot-~- 
ers that easy victory was assured 
their candidate were the reasons 
given by party leaders for the 
shrinkage of Morrow's expected 
plurality. 

Victory Conceded Early. 

Although his Democratic oppo- 
nents led him in three industrial 
counties in early returns, the cer- 
tainty of Morrow's success became 
apparent soon after the count was 
begun. Shortly after midnight 
Representative Mary T. Norton, 
Democratic State vice chairman, 
conceded the Republican candi- 
date'’s election. 

Morrow entered the race for the 
Senate while still Ambassador to 
Mexico and opened his campaign 
for the nomination soon after his 
return from th- London naval con- 
ference, to which he was a dele- 
gate. He entered the primary cam- 
paign with a declaration for repeal! 
of the eighteenth amendment and 
restoration of state control of 
liquor. He won the nomination by 
an impressive plurality over for- 
mer Senator Joseph S. Frelinghuy- 
sen and Representative Franklin 
W. Fort.

The state’s wet tendency also ts 
further emphasized by the defeat 
of several dry Republican Con- 
gressmen, Congressman John C, 
Speaks, Twelfth (Columbus) Dis- 
trict, lost his seat to Arthur P. 
Lamneck, prohibition repeal advo- 
cate, by an overwhelming majority. 


Three House Contests in Doubt. 


Apparently 13 Republicans were 
elected to Congress, and eight Dem- 
ocrats, with one seat still in doubt. 
Among the defeated Republican 
Congressmen were Roy G. Fitz- 
gerald, Charles J. Thompson, John 
G. Speaks, Joe E. Baird and Wil- 
liam M. Morgan. In the preserit 
Corfgress there were only three 
Ohio Democrats. 

Even Speaker Nicholas Loneg- 
worth had a close race with his 
Democratic opponent, John W. Pat- 
tison, son/of a former Ohio Gov- 
ernor. Longworth had a lead of 
3045 with only 18 precincts unre- 
ported. Pattison is wet. 

Gov. Cooper went down in the 
Democratic landslide, losing to 
George White of Marietta, former 
chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, by an apparent 
decisive majority. White was lead- 
ing Cooper by more than 104,000 
votes in 8507 precinctts out of 8986, 
and his majority continued to in- 
crease as additional precincts were 
tabulated. 

Bulkley Increases Lead. 

Bulkley had piled up a plurality 
of 167.956 in 8507 precincts and 
his lead continued to increase. 

Possibility of both houses of the 
State Legislature also having Dem- 
ocratic majorities was indicated as 
county after county reported elec- 
tion of Democrats. Both branches 
have been overwhelmingly Repub- 
lican for several years. 

Election of Bulkley to the Senate 
makes the fifth Senator that has 

| served in the term of the late Sen- 
ator Frank B. Willis, which expires 
March 4, 1933. Succeeding Willis 
was Cyrus Locher, Democrat, by 
‘appointment. Locher was succeeded 
| by the late Theodore E. Burton by 
election. Burton was followed by 
Senator Roscoe C. McCulloch by 
appointment, and now McCulloch 
yields to Bulkley. 

The election of George White 
as Governor will bring to the State 
executive mansion probably the 
youngest “first lady” ever to oa- 
cupy that position in the State’s 
history. 

She is Miss Mary White. 24- 
year-old daughter of the new Gov- 
ernor. Miss White is the eldest of 
the Governor-elect’s five children 
and by virtue of that position as- 
sumes the place of. “first lady.” 
The Governor's wife died a year 
ago. Her father is a native of El- 
mira, N. Y. He worked tn the ofl 
field of Pennsylvania and then 
joined the Klondike gold rush. 
White and hig partner discovered 
gold, but soon returned to the 
United States. a 

The new Governor has served 
several terms in Congress.

RECORD LANDSLIDE 


Re-elected Governor by 
724,000 Plurality Over 
Tuttle, and Carries 42 

Upstate Counties. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NBW YORK, Nov. 6. — Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt of New 


York has been re-elected by the . 


biggest landslide in the history of 
the State. His plurality is around 
724,000. The entire Democratic 
State ticket was victorious with 
him, 

Roosevelt carried New York 
City by the unprecedented plural- 
ity of 665,868 and also carried up- 
State New York, unbroken Repub- 
lican territory for a generation. His 
vote up-State was almost equal to 


‘the combined vote of Charles H. 
Tuttle, the Republican candidate, 
and Robert P. Carroll, the inde- 
pendent dry candidate, 

With 96 precincts missing of a 
total of 8397, the vote was: Koose- 
velt, 1,759,260; Tuttle, 1,034,543; 
Carroll, 178,152. 

Carroll’s vote exceeded 176,000 
and that of Louls Waldman, So- 
cialist, with returns incomplete, ap- 
peared to be nearly 150,000. 

State Ticket Triumphs. 

Lieutenant - Governor Lehman 
topped even Gov. Roosevelt's plu- 
rality in New York City with 607,- 
147 over Senator Caleb Baumes, 
and carried the State by approxi- 
mately 676,000. 

Considering that the drys who 
voted for Carroll were supporting 
Baumes also, Col. Lehman's run 
was more remarkable than Roose- 
velt’s. Comptroller Morris 8. Tre- 
maine and John J. Bennett dJr., 
Democratic nominee for Attorney- 
General, carried the State by about 
350,000 each. 

Gets 42 Upstate Countics. 

Gov. Roosevelt carried 42 out of 
/ 61 upstate counties, most of which 
have been unchallenged Republic- 
an territory for a generation. 

Roosevclit carried Buffalo, Roch- 
ester and Syracuse, strongholds of 
formidable Republican organiza- 
tions, by substantial pluralities, and 
carried also a dozen other cities, 
from Binghamton through Oneida 
and Watertown, 

At 8:40 o’clock last night Tuttle 
conceded his defeat and sent the 
fcllowing telegram to Gov. Roose- 
velt: 

“I congratulate you most heartily 
on your unprecedented victory in 
this State and wish you and your 
administration all success.” 

Until yesterday the largest plu- 
rality for a candidate for Governor 
was the 385,000 by which Alfred 
E. Smith beat Nathan L. Miller in 
1922. 

In the State Assembly the Dem- 
ocrats made a net gain of six seats, 
but remained in the minority, They 
will hold 70 seats in the next Leg- 
islature to 80 for the Republicans. 


REPUBLICAN DEFEATS STECK 
FOR SENATOR FROM OWA 


Candidate of That Party Also Elect- 
ed Governor, Wet Ahead in 
One District,

DES MOINES, Ia, Nov. 6.—~ 
Iowa remained true to Republican 
traditions yesterday, choosing a 
Senator, a Governor and all its 
State officers from that party's 
ticket. 

The only deflections apparently 
were in the Second District Con- 
gressional race, where a Democrat 
led with returnsinearly complete, 
and in the State Legislature, where 
the Democrats made strong gains. 

Representative L. J. Dickinson, 
with six terms of service in the 
House, was elected to the Senate, 
defeating Senator Daniel F. Steck, 
Iowa’s first Democrat in the upper 
branch of Congress in 70 years. His 
majority in 1532 of 2432 precincts 
was 47,000. 

Dan W. Turner of Corning, ad- 
vocate of a State income tax, was 
swept into the Governorship by a 
two to one majority over Fred P. 
Hagemann (Dem.). He carried 
Other Republican 


With a few precincts missing m 
the second Congressional district, 
Ben M. Jacobsen of Clinton (Dem.), 
led Representative F. D. Letts 
(Rep.). Jacobsen campaigned for 
the repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. Letts remained silent on 
the prohibition question. 

Other Republican Congressmen 
apparently were returned, includ- 
ing the veteran G. N. Haugen, and 
a Republican was chosen to suc- 
ceed Dickinson.

Immediately afterward the Car- 
dinal was taken to the St. Louis 
Cathedral where before a _ large 
congregation he celebrated low 
mass. Following the mass he ad- 
dressed the congregation briefly, 
expressing his pleasure at being 
in St. Louis and paying a tribute to 
his friend of long standing, Arche 
bishop Glennon, 

“I pray that he may be spared 
to you many years,” he said, “be- 
cause the archdiocese has need of 
his wisdom.” 

Prelate Receives Reporters, 

After breakfast Cardinal Hayes 
was interview by newspaper re- 
porters. He still wore his red cassock 
and pectoral cross and his snow- 
white hair was partly covered by 
his Cardinal’s skull cap. Charac- 
teristically, he spoke with the ani- 
mation of a young man, his blue 
eyes bright, a quick smile break- 
ing frequently over a ruddy face. 

He commented briefly on his 
trip to the Pacific Coast and de- 
clared he was particularly im- 
pressed with the scholarliness of the 
clergy in California. He named a 
Jesuit of St. Ignatius’ College. in 
San Francisco as a special example 
of the standard set by many West 
coast priest-scientists. a 

Coming down to topics of the 
day, he drew from the _ present 
business depression a lesson on the 
dependence of man upon the crea- 
tor. 

“It is bringing the people back 
to God,” he said. “The depression 
has accentuated the old truth that 
man is not sufficient unto. himself, 
I feel sure that if we face the fu- 
ture with confidence everything 
will come out all right.

Mr. Baer and Zionism. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

STRANGE letter and a discordant 
note with reference to the British 
policy in Palestine appeared in your is- 
sue of Oct. 24. I don’t doubt that Harold 
Baer speaks for himself when he takes 
exception to a heading that appeared in 
the Post-Dispatch. . His conclusions do 
not at all harmonize with the true facts. 
The entire Jewish press, without excep- 
tion, as well as all Jewish organizations, 
including Zionists and non-Zionists alike, 
feel not only that the Jews have been 
“offended,” but, to use an expression of 
one of our great Jewish leaders, “be- 
trayed.” . a 
The new Britis olicy in Palestine 
does not express ti sentiment of the 
British people. Former. Premiers Stan- 
ley. Baldwin and Lloyd George and eml- 
nent statesmen like Gen. Smuts, Cham- 
.berlain, Amery and Churchill have plain- 
ly stated that Lord Passfield did not 
represent the true spirit of the British 
people. If Mr. Baer took the trouble 
to read the Simpson report and some 
of the references made therein, I do not 
doubt that his assertions would not have 
been so sweeping. 
As for the Jews, this is not a matter 
for the Zionists alone. If the Zionist 
movement has any weaknesses, I think 
that these weaknesses must have been 
obvious to the British Government long 
before the White Paper was issued. 
Lord Reading, Sir Herbert Samuel, Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann, Felix Warburg repre- 
sent, I believe, much better the sentli- 
ment of Israel in this important issue 
than Mr. Baer. 
Gov. Frank G. Allen of Massachu- 
setts, commenting upon the British atti- 
tude, said: “The civilized world will not 
condone the attempt to dishonor the 
Balfour declaration.” This matter is of 
much more importance than what Mr. 
Baer believes as the difficulty of creat- 
ing a Jewish homeland. The Jews were 
in Palestine long before the Arabs. They 
are there now as of right, guaranteed 
by international law. The Jews of the 
world are deeply interested in this vital 
question, judging by the united front that 
has been created in meeting the present 
situation. The desire of the Jew to re- 
turn to his homeland is more than 2000 
years old. ‘There are 170,000 Jews in 
Palestine whose rights must be protect- 
ed. The Jews do not come to Palestine 
as “Immigrants,” but rather as men and 

women who return to their homeland. 
I am a Jew, too, and for that matter 
one that was born in America. I studied 
in our American schools and love every- 
thing that is American. I cannot, how- 
ever, see why Mr. Baer, a Jew, should 
feel offended when his own race is be- 
ing subjected to injustice. It would be 
the human thing for him to join the 
leaders of Jewry and help in improving 
the situation. There is a Jewish will to 
rebuild a homeland, and I am sure that 
the British Government will soon realize 
that its new policy will have to be re-

Who Should Pay for Gravois Widening? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
UR Mr. Muench may be entirely cor- 


rect in stating that the law was ob- 
served in the Gravois widening and con- 
demnation proceedings, but there is no 
law that is any better than good com- 
mon sense. 

A system whereby the bills or liens 
could have been sent out about the first 
of June, so as not to come in conflict 
with the tax bills, the water license, and 
other sundry taxes which it is the prop- 
erty owner's duty to pay this time of the 
year, could easily have been arranged. 

In the future, if there is any project 
of this kind, it would be a good policy to 
arrange to have the bills payable on the 
first of June instead of sending them all 
out at the same time of the year. Such 
distribution would let the property own- 
er have a little relief. 

I really cannot understand how the 
‘committee that made the benefits came 
to an understanding as to the territory 
benefited by the widening of Gravois. 
This is a mystery to me and many others, 
as it seems that no discretion was used, 
it merely being the object of the com- 
mittee to have the bill paid by as many 
as possible, so as to lighten the burden 

If this is the case, why not have 
everyone pay, as in the bond iasue? 
Then the cost will be negligible, and no 
complaints would be had, as everyone 
Will derive benefits equally from a proj- 


sentment of the times which is far from a good 
augury for Mr. Hoover in 1932. 
The people’s revolt everywhere was an impressive 
exhibition of representative government in full play, 
an instance in which democracy functioned as it has 
not often done in any country. The Democrats can 
claim little more for themselves than that they are 
an opposition party through which the people chose 
to express their resentment of conditions. This is 
the province of an opposition party, exactly the 
reason why no free people should ever be without one. 
Nor was the revolt of the people entirely economic. 
It was to a great degree moral. The prohibitionists, 
who have imperiled the very structure of the Gov- 
ernment, took a terrible drubbing at the hands of 
the people. The extent of the disaster which they 
suffered will not be known for some time. In Ili- 
nois the liquor issue combined with the arrogant ef- 
forts of Mrs. McCormick to buy a seat in the United 
States Senate to elect James Hamilton Lewis by a 
plurality of some 600,000. The state liquor laws seem 
to have gone down with the cause itself. Mr. Mor- 
row, who set the courageous example of coming out 
flatly for repeal of the eighteenth amendment, was 
also elected by a huge majority in New Jersey. The 
only conspicuous dry survivors are those who, like 
Walsh of Montana, Borah of Idaho, Pinchot of Penn- 
sylvania and Norris of Nebraska, are indispensable 
to liberal government despite their dryness. The wet 
bloc in the next Congress is estimated at 150 votes. 
Massachusetts repealed her State enforcement act. 
Illinois and Rhode Island voted for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. 
In St. Louis the Republican organization swept 
everything before it. If there was a revolt from Re- 
publican rule everywhere else in the country the 
voters of St. Louis know nothing about it. They 
went to the polls and elected the entire Republican 
judicial slate, the Republican candidate for Prosecut- 
ing Attorney and all the Republican candidates for 
municipal place. The Democratic judicial candidates 
recommended by the St. Louis Bar Association, to- 
gether with the Democratic candidate recommended 
by the Bar Association for Prosecuting Attorney, 
failed with the rest. Judge Rosecan, elected Prose- 
cuting Attorney, nevertheless ran some 16,000 behind 
the head of his ticket. He was unfit for the place, 
but in attempting to say so the people lacked that 
emphasis which characterized their repudiation of 
Howard Sidener as Circuit Attorney two years ago. 
It was a mistake, and one for which St. Louls will 
suffer. 
All the proposed amendments to the State Constitu- 
tion and seven of the nine amendments to the Char- 
ter of St. Louis, as well as all proposals under the 
initiative, went down with a bang. The Republican 
city organization has denied that it gave the word 
to murder them wholesale, but the result belies that 
disavowal. There were some good proposals in the 
lot, some which, like the excess condemnation pro- 
posal, were essential to progress. The voters made 
no such discrimination. Whether it was the merger 
and its ponderous amendment to .the Constitution 
or the proposal to limit employes of the Legislature 
to 150 and stop the rat hole at the pie counter, they 
suffered alike. It is likely that all efforts to defeat 
any of them were wasted. They defeated themselves. 
Whether asked to vote against them or not, the voter 
could not feel that, faced by such a sheaf of pro- 
posals, he knew what he was doing if he voted yes. 
In Missouri the Democrats swept the platter 
clean. They retained control of the State Senate, 
and in addition recaptured control of the House of 
Representatives. The congressional delegation, which 
stood 10 Republicans to 6 Democrats, was reversed 
to 12 Democrats and 4 Republicans. The Democratic 
State ticket won by more than 50,000, carrying State 
Superintendent of Schools Lee back into office and 
electing George R. Ellison to succeed David E. Blair 
on the State Supreme Court. The Republican party 
in Missouri deserved rebuke for commending the ad- 
ministrations of Secretary of State Becker and At- 
torney-General Shartel. Whether for that or some 
other reason, or only becanse the people revolted 
everywhere, it is still gratifying that it got what it 
had so richly earned. 
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SCULPTOR OF THE SOUTH. 
In the chapel at Washington and Lee University 
lies the marble figure of a sleeping soldier. The 
right arm rests across his chest and the fingers of 
the left hand lie where they have fallen on the 
sword hilt. Visitors speak-softly as they stand be- 
fore the prostrate form. Art students study the ex- 
pression of character on the sculptured face. It is 
the recumbent Lee, a work which in itself would en- 
title Edward Virginius Valentine to a place of. prom- 
inence among American artists.

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THE COMMUNITY FUND’S INDIGNATION. 
An advertisement of the Community Fund pub 
lished in yesterday’s newspapers over the signatures 
of Ethan A. H. Shepley, president, and Sidney Maes- 
tre, chairman of the ninth annual campaign, was @ 
severe rebuke to wealthy persons in St. Laas wh 
are failing to give their fair share of the cost o 
lieving conditions among the poor. It cited four 
or five individual cases of niggardliness and com- 
mented upon them in a tone of righteous indignation. 
Something like this was badly needed to arouse a cer- 
tain type of St. Louisan from his self-satisfied torpor. 
We are facing a winter which promises to be one 
of great distress. Already signs of public unrest and 
dismay over the necessary problem of food, clothing 
and shelter are apparent. The demonstration at the 
city hall the other day is a harbinger of what is to 
come unless the thousands of unemployed in St. 
Louis are protected against eviction and starvation. 
Certainly at a time like this it is the wealthy who 
must bear the burden. According to income tax fig- 
ures Only 3.6 per cent of St. Louis paid an income 
tax for 1929 and only about 2 per cent paid taxes in 
excess of a nominalesum. If this 2 per cent does 
not contribute to the Community Fund in proportion 
to its income the drive will fail. It is futile to.expect 
the sum of $2,200,000 to be made up of pittances 
from families who now have all they can do to make 
both ends meet. 
Messrs. Shepley and Maestre have shown courage in 
a great crisis. They will be applauded for it by the 
community. St. Louis has long been in need of lead- 
ers like this who are not afraid to talk out in meet- 
ing, no matter whose toes they tread upon. 
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WILD AND WOOLLY. 
The unkindest cut in all the heated arguments for 
‘and against the city-county merger was uttered at 
the last minute. An election day advertisement call- 
ing for the defeat of Proposition No. 5 described it 
asa “wild plan” to spread municipal government over 
St. Louis County’s “mountainous wild lands.” How 
that gentle characterization of the virgin tracts be- 
yond the city limits must have rankled the ‘cliff 
dwellers at Eureka and Glencoe. Did the opponents 
of the merger have no thought for the feelings of 
the bushmen on the barren escarpments of the Mera- 
mec? Surely the rude pioneers who live by trapping 
and hunting in the wilderness along the Missouri 
rapids are not so insensitive that they missed the 
innuendo. “Mountainous wild lands.” By the wolves 
and bears of Fox Creek, what a remark that was! 
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A DISGRACEFUL CAMPAIGN. 
The insurance companies won their fight against 
Proposition No. 4, but in doing so they added nothing 
to the luster of their arms. 
The methods they employed were for the most 
part beneath contempt. They at no time during the 
campaign condescended to discuss the proposition on 
its merits. They did not dare to tell the people of 
Missouri why they should not set up a State insur- 
ance fund under the workmen’s compensation act, 
as 17 other states have done, because the argument 
is all on the other side. Instead they resorted to 
such timeworn bugaboos as that Proposition No. 4 
would put the State in business, that the success of 
the proposition would be the opening wedge of Gov- 
ernment ownership. The voters at large were not 
told by the insurance companies the truth of the 
matter; namely, that State compensation insurance 


compensation act. 
The insurance companies did not come out into 
the open under their own names at any time during 
the campaign, but they worked through the 
St. Louis and Kansas City chambers of commerce, 
the Associated Industries and other organiza- 
tions which they could influence to go to bat 
for them. The low point in their campaign was 
an advertisement published in the St. Louis news- 
papers last Monday entitled “Danger!” and signed 
only by “Missouri Committee Keep the State out of 
Business.” In that they collected all their bugaboos 
to frighten the voters, although the proposition, far 
from offering any “danger, was only a well-needed 
measure of social justice to workmen injured in the 
course of their employment and to the dependents 
of workers who are killed. 

The insurance’ companies will be in business in 
Missouri for a long time, and they will come to re 
gret their present successful effort to kill a. useful, 
progressive piece of legislation affecting only one of 
the several score of lines of commercial insurance 
now being sold. The defeat of Proposition No. 4 by 
no means ends the fight. It was only the first act. 
There will be sessions of the Legislature and other 
elections at which this worthy proposal can be dis- 
cussed. The people will meanwhile continue to learn 
more about the merits of the plan and the unfair 
practices which have driven so many other states 
to this reform.

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EUTERPE AT THE UNIVERSITY OF MISSOURI. 
However the University of Missouri suffers in com- 
parison with other educational institutions in some 
respects, there is one in which it ranks with Oxford, 
Harvard and Cornell, and stands above the rest. That 
is in size of its annual financial stimulus to the 
composition of poetry. The establishment of the 
Mahan Poetry Prizes, by George A. Mahan of Hanni- 
bal, in memory of his wife, means that the State 
university now is one of four with awards as large 
as $100. Interest from an investment of

Bankers’ consortium, widely praised as “saviors of the market,” saved only them- 
selves, then let brokers and buyers bear burden of panic; short sales a minor 
part of transactions; time has shown absurdity of Hoover, Cabinet and industrial- 
ists’ cheery statements; real cause in exaggerated idea of country's prosperity. 


o’clock on the morning of Thursday, Oct. 

24, 1929. On that morning, because of 
the number of stocks that had become value- 
less on which the banks had loaned money 
to brokers and dealers, and because of the 
number of stocks which had depreciated in 
value below their lending value established 
by the banks, there was probably not a large 
bank in New York City that was not tech- 
nically insolvent. (Bankers, brokers, in- 
vestors, speculators speak of “real’’ or “‘in- 
trinsic” value of stocks and bonds, These 
are mythical terms. All market values are 
relative and governed by opinion. The val- 
ue of any commodity or anything at any 
time is precisely what you can get for ft. 
Its value is established at the given momeht 
of exchange, even if at the next exchange 
its value shifts markedly up or dow7.) 

After the panic had been raging for near- 
ly an hour, officials of four New York 
banks, summoned by Thomas W. Lamont, 
somewhat ostentatiously entered the impres- 
sive squat building occupied by J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. and went into extraordinary ses- 
sion with Mr. Lamont. 

At 1:15 that afternoon, Richard Whitney, 
then known as a floor trader for the Mor- 
gan firm, walked to the post where United 
States Stee] was traded and bid 205 for 
25,000 shares. A moment before Steel had 
been selling at 193%. That was the first 
indication to the public that the bankers 
had taken steps to “‘bolster up the market.” 
Immediately the rest of the market respond- 
ed to the action of the bankers’ consortium. 
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In Washington the Treasury Department 
reiterated its contention that “business is 
fundamentally sound,” and ascribed the 
panic to bear raiding. Col. Leonard P. Ayres, 
Joquacious financial wiseacre of the Cleve- 
land Trust Co., gave his opinion that the 
break was “a security panic, with no eco- 
nomic basis. The stock market probably 
hit bottom today and a rally tomorrow is 
in order.”’ 

Next morning the newspapers carried a 
statement from President Hoover in which 
he said, in part, “The fundamental business 
of the country, that is, production and dis- 
tribution of commodities, is on a sound and 
prosperous basis.” He continued in that 
strain a statement as to conditions which, 
as everyone knows, was false in every par- 
ticular. Overnight statements had been 
gathered by the newspapers from financial 
and industria} leaders, all of them reas- 
suring. The newspapers all carried stories 
to the effect that a big bankers’ consortium, 
composed of six members, had been formed 
to give support to the market. 

Friday morning United States Steel opened 
up at 207 and the whole market steadied. 
Optimism had been restored, mainly by 
what was supposed to be the action of the

If the consortium 
had really wished to save the market as 
such, they would have used some of that 
$240,000,000 on the following Monday, But 
having saved themselves, the banks dras- 
tically revised downward their estimates of 
the lending value of stocks. Thus they 
passed the buck over to the brokers, who, 
in turn, had until Monday morning to pass 
the buck On to the public. 

The stock market gained some heart and 
started advancing, with an occasional “tech- 
nical reaction,” reaching its peak last March. 
It had been aided periodically by statements 
from President Hoover or members of his 
Cabinet saying that business was on the 
upgrade and unemployment on the decrease. 
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Finally the absurdity of these statements 
in the face of known facts began to be seen 
even by the speculators and holders of se- 
curities. Anyone wijth the reasoning power 
of a low-grade moron knew that a sinister 
situation existed—-due to the fact that a great 
number of smaller interior banks were 
loaded with “frozen securities,” and that a 
great many brokerage houses had been 
forced to carry their biggest customers, 
with accounts running into the millions, at 
their own risk because they could not af- 
ford to sell these customers out. (Here be 
it remarked that the “sucker,” the small 
trader with limited capital and resources, 
was not affected by the panic, except inso- 
far as all of us were by the depression in 
its wake; he had been sold out at least a 
week before, and in some cases weeks be- 
fore the panic began.) ?

Madison County, IIL, usually Re- 
publican by a majority of about 
5000, went Democratic in yester- 
day's election by majorities ranging 
from 3000 to 17,000 and showed 
its decidediy wet tendencies. 
gave Lewis for Nnited States Sen- 
ator and, in the most stirring 
county contest, chose Chief of Po- 
lice Peter Fitzgerald of Alton 
(Dem.), as Sheriff. 


The race for Sheriff was int« 1- 
sified because of controversy over 
gambiing and dog racing. Gam- 
bling has been notoriously open in 
Madison Count, and some citizens 
have sought to elect a Sheriff who 
would stop it The Mounds Coun- 
try Club, which was closed early 
last August, “because of the heat,” 
is the most widely known gambling 
establishment. It announced to- 
day that it would reopen tomor- 
row. The Kirgshighway Kennel 
Club, a dog race track, was closed 
by court order a few days later and 
for about the same time the Madi- 
son Kennel Club has not been op- 
erating. 

Sheriff-elect Fitzgerald made no 
promises, except that he would 
“enforce the law.” Joseph A. Raf- 
faelle of Edwardsville, defeated 
Republican nominee, likewise made 
no promises. Formerly he was 
bandmaster at the Madison Kenne! 
Club. There was an independent 
candidate, backed by some reform 
elements, J. F. Witherow, former 
Chief of Police of Wood River, who 
had been second in the primary 
race for the Republican nomina- 
tion and who promised reform as 
to gambling. 


Fitzgerald Wins by 5000. 

Complete, unofficial returns 
from the 88 precincts gave the fol- 
lowing results in the race for Sher- 
iff: Fitzgerald, 21,951; Raffaelle, 
16,342; Witherow, 8944. 

Madison County voted so heavily 
against prohibition on the three 
questions of public policy touching 
on repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the State prohibition 
law and modification of the Vol- 
stead act that precinct officials 
dropped the unofficial tabulation. 
The wet lead over the dry was two 
to one. The other propositions, on 
jury service for women, amending 
the banking laws, issuing bonds for 
forest preserves and _ recreation 
grounds and redistributing the tax 
burden, all lost in this county. 

Senator-Elect Lewis received 238,- 
243 votes to 10,584 for Mrs. Ruth 
Hanna McCormick, the Republic- 
an, and only 428 for Mrs. Lottie 
Holman O'Neill, the independent.

Test in House of Commons 
Comes on Motion to Amend 
Reply to Throne. 


By the Associated Press, 
LONDON, Nov. 5.—A majority 


of only 31 votes carried the Mac- 
Donald Government safely through 
the first important division of the 
current Parliamentary session las 
night. ; 

This was regarded as a crucial 
test, for the balloting was on a mo- 
tion of the Conservative party to 
amend the speech in reply to the 
throne. The amendment was de- 
feated by 281 to 250. 

The speech from the throne, de- 
livered hy King George at the 
opening of Parliament, but voicing 
the aims of the Labor party, has 
been under bitter attack, the Con- 
servatives regretting the failure of 
the Laborites to propose adequate 
measures to deal with the indus- 
trial, agricultural and commercial 
crisis. 

Supporters of the administration 
feared that the Liberal party, 
which holds the balance of power, 
and left-wing Laborites might com- 
bine with the Conservatives to 
bring about a Government defeat, 
but this danger was practically re- 
moved when the Liberals decided 
yesterday to abstain from voting. 

Five Liberals, including Sir John 
Simon, voted against the Govern- 
ment, but they were almost coun- 


‘iterbalanced by four members of 


the same party who stood by the 
administration. The left-wing La- 
porites stood by MacDonald. 

Political commentators credit 
the victory to the fact that neither 
the Conservatives nor the Liberals 
greatly desire to turn the Govern- 
ment out just now and thus neces- 
sitate a general election, 

An election would come inoppor- 
tunely for both parties, it is held, 
for the country’s economic situa- 
tion would create a difficult prob- 
lem for any Government that might 
be set up.

OF ARMY TO BE BROADCAST 


Chief Signal Officer to Put State- 
ment on Air in Code for 
Amateur Operators. 

By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO.—The annual Armis- 
tice day message from the Chief 
Signal Officer of the United States 
Army will be broadcast in code 
starting at 6 p. m., Nov. 10, to 
thousands of amateur radio opera- 
tors in the United States who are 
affiliated with the Army-Amateur 


Emergency Radio System, Col. 
Ww. R. Pope, signal officer of the 
Sixth Corps area, here, announces. 

The message will be broadcast 
from Army Amateur Net Control 
stations WLM and W3cxm. The 
broadcast will be every hour on 
the hour from 7 p. m. until 3 a. 
m. The message will be inter- 
preted by corps area net control 
stations and rebroadcast at inter- 
vals during the night. 

According to instructions from 
Washington, stations receiving the 
message are requested to mail 
their copy with their name and 
station written on same, directly 
to the Chief Signal Officer, Muni- 
tions Building, Washington. 

Stations receiving comprehen- 
sive copy of the message will be 
placed upon the honor roll, which 
will be arranged to show the hon- 
or men in each corps area. 

The Army Amateur Radio sys- 
tem is an organization of amateur 
radio operators throughout the 
United States who have pledged 
their services to the Government 
in an emergency. 

Since the only emergency ex- 
pected will be something in the 
nature of a disaster caused by the 
natural elements, whether 
or extensive in scope, the mem- 
bers of the Army Amateur Radio 
System are prepared to handle re- 
lief messages. 

The system functions, tactically, 
every Monday night during the 
active year from the second Mon- 
day in September until the first 
Monday in June. Its members man 
their stations and operate in their 
respective nets, gradually absorb- 
ing and adopting the procedure 
used by the signal corps and per- 
fecting themselves as operators 
capable of carrying on in an 
enlergency.

McGill, a prominent attorney, is 
an epponent of the Smoot-Hawley 
tariff act and has declared publicly 
he would not vote to seat any Sen- 
ator who has received either his 
nomination or election through ex- 
cessive expenditure of money. He 
condemned the tariff act as failing 
to aid the Kansas farmers, while at 
the same time increasing the cost 
of living.

Bankhead Beats Him for Sen- 
ate by Big Majority—Allies 
of Incumbent Defeated.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Nov. 5.— 


A wave of regular Democratic 
votes, rising with the reporting of 
belated returns, today has defeated 
the independent candidacy of J. 
Thomas Heflin and swept John H. 
Bankhead into the Senate seat Hef- 
lin has held since 1913. 

Despite the mounting unofficial 
majority, Heflin, who failed to sup- 
port the Democratic presidential 
ticket in 1928 and was barred from 
the party primary, refused to con- 
cede defeat. He charged yester- 
day’s election was “one of the 
most fraudulent and corrupt” ever 
held in Alabama, and said he would 
seek an immediate senatorial inves- 
tigation.

Indications pointed to an aggre- 
gate vote of between 240,000 to 
250,000, one of the largest in the 
history of the State.

30, 1930. 

The total represents an increase 
of $454,373,000 over the amount 
reported by 7473 banks as of Oct. 
4, 1929, 

Loans and discounts, including 
rediscounts, amounted to $14,653,- 
078,000 and showed decreases of 
$234,674,000 and $308,799,000 re- 
spectively for three and 12 month 
periods. 

Investments in United States 
Government securities totaled $2,- 
817,155,000 increases since June 
80, 1930, and Oct. 4, 1929, of $63,< 
214,000 and $112,281,000 respect- 
ively. 

Other bonds and securities held 
amounted to  $4,307,096,000, in- 
creases of $172,866,000 since June 
of the current year, and $566,082,- 
000 in the 12-month period. 

National Bank notes outstanding 
amounted to $652,260,000, decreas- 
ing $79,000 since June, 1930, but 
increasing $11,156,000 in the year. 

Deposits on Sept. 24 aggregated

For Big Scores in EF ootball 
This Year, Alexander Writes

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 5.—Most amazing of all the developments 
of the current football season is the large number of bi ig scores 
being run up on strong teams. When teams like Minnesota, Yale, 
Princeton, Navy, Illinois, Missouri, Chicago, Pennsylvania,- Pittsburg, 
Stanford, Georgia Tech, North Carolina, Tennessee and Texas Aggies 
have from three to six touchdowns rammed down their throats it 
makes old football players shake their heads. They are puzzied 
as to the cause. Are these teams just weak as far as material goes 
or is there something else lacking? 

In any upset of the nature indi- 
cated above there is bound to be 
one fundamental weakness. That is 
poor tackling. It is conceivable 
that a team might lose by three 
touchdowns and Se ees 
still tackle well dh mie 
but it is very un- #4 :

Often a squad 
of 40 players will have only one 
man, say capable of playing the 
all-important position of safety 
man on defense.

Lack of well distributed strength 
is a vital factor in explaining these 
upsets. A team may possess‘ six 
first-class ends and guards and 15

A team of 
this sort may get by for a few 
games but is certain to collapse 
with a dull thud when the weak- 
ness is exploited by a first-rate op- 
ponent. 

Lack of balance in the squad 
or injuries to key men as suggest- 
ed, may figure in a rout but you 
safely can blame most of the big 
scores run up on strong teams as 
due almost entirely to poor tack- 
ling. That feature is a funda- 
mental that is fatal if overlooked.

The Kidneys 
NE of the great chapters in 
() x science of psysiology (the 
study of the workings of the 
human body in its various parts 
and organs) deals with the kid- 
neys. 

Some of the greatest names in 
medicine are associated with this 
organ, and on its structure and 
functions, monumental books have 
been written. 

If organs may be sald to deserve 
anything, the kidneys certainly de- 
serve the interest and study cen- 
tered on them. They are marvel- 
ously constructed and the study of 
their workings provides an ever 
constant source of wonder. 


The kidneys are organs of elim- 
ination. It is their function to rid 
the body of certain wastes. They 
eliminate fluids, and through them 
also solids which may be dissolved 
in water. 

All of the body’s blood circulates 
through the kidneys. It is from 
the blood that the kidneys abstract, 
that is, take out, wastes and ex- 
cess fluids. But this abstraction 
is a selective process. 


The kidneys are no mere filters 
in the ordinary sense. They choose 
the substances to be abstracted. 

An illustration of this selective 
action may be seen in the simple 
act of drinking water. If the body 
has a need for water, and one 
drinks an appropriate quantity, the 
water will remain in the body. But, 
if one has no thirst, the body hav- 
ing no need for extra water, and 
one drinks a glass or more, then, 
within approximately one hour the 
excess water is eliminated. 

Life is impossible without the 
kidneys. In the experimental ani- 
mal, removal of these organs 
causes the animal to die ag a result 
of the accumulation of wastes. But 
life is possible with but one kid- 
ney, the removal of one kidney 
usually causing the other to de- 
velop.

The check draft damper in the 
stovepipe just above the’ range is 
not usually taken into considera- 
tion, but it should be kept closed 
except when the fire is banked. 


The stovepipe damper is the most 
important one, It checks the heat 
from escaping up the chimney and 
controls the amount of fuel burned. 
When the fire burns too hard close 
this damper, for it checks the fire 
more effectually than the ash-pit 
damper. If the oven will not heat 
close the pipe damper.

HOW TO MAKE A RAG RUG 


HERE are several ways of 
making rag rugs, and if by any 
chance you have never made 
@ rag rug you should certainly try 
at least one of them. You will 
find it an absorbing pastime anéd 
the rug is likely to be such a suc- 
cess that you will be proud of it 
forever after. Aside fram all this, 
rug making affords an ideal way of 
disposing of cast-off garments. 


A good quality of wool, or cot- 
ton and wool, is used; flannel is 
the best of at waterials, but any- 
thing so it has body to it will do. 
It is cut into strips from a quar- 
ter to a half inch in width and 
about a yard in length, and these 
strips should be wound into balls, 
each color separately for conven- 
fence unless your rug is to be a 
“hit or miss” pattern, which means 
the colors are run in promiscuous- 
ly. 

014 woolen underwear or cotton 
and wool mixed may be utilized 
by resorting to the dye pot, and in 
these days of many prepared dyes 
this is no forbidding process. Silk 
stockings, too, may be drawn into 
service, but they should not be 
used with other materials but ex- 
clusively, which is to say, in a rug 
made entirely of silk stockings. 
Frames are to be had ready made 
and they are adjustable. If you 
should choose to make your own 
frame it can be done with very lit- 
tle trouble. See that the length- 
wise sticks project each a full half 
yard beyond the crosswise ones, in 


which case you can dispense with 
standard to use two chair backs 
instead. 

To the frame attach a piece of 
cotton to completely cover it, or 
wind with cotton or flannel cut 
about four inches wide. For the 
rug you will use burlap forty inch- 
es wide unless you prefer to cut 
up a burlap bag which will an- 
swer the purpose perfectly. Sew 
the burlap to the frame stretching 
it taut all around and using twine 
for the sewing. First, turn the edge 
of the rug-to-be in a two-inch hem 
all around. Before attaching to 
the frame you will have drawn the 
design if you are to do that your- 
self. Choose a simple and, pre- 
ferably, a conventionalized pattern 
and apply it by stencil. 


On strong brown paper draw 
your design; cut it out and then 
brush with shellac on both sides to 
make it stiff enough for use. When 
thoroughly dry, use bluing and 
stencil your burlap, not forgetting 
to do a border. Make the border 
at least three inches from the edge 
as it is not easy to work too near 
the frame. 


Now with a large hook of bone, 
steel or wood, take one of the 
strips in the left hand and hold 
underneath the burlap in the left 
corner nearest you. Hold the hook 
in the right hand over the burlap, 
dive it in and draw up a loop. Dive 
the hook in again and bring up an- 
other loop, and there you are! 
Your rug is under way. Keep your 
strips straight and smooth. Keep 
your hook in a nearly horizontal 
position. Press the holes of the bur- 
lap open each time as you force 
the hook in so that the material, 
that is the strip, does not catch and 
twist. When the whole surface is 
covered with the loops, press up 
from underneath and snip with 
scissors the loops from the out- 
side. | 
A beginner might be wise to do 
a hit-or-miss pattern. The rugs 
are most attractive and, as there is 
no pattern to follow and no neecs- 
sity to select colors, they are quick- 
ly done.
